FEINTING WASHINGTON, May 23.—President Roosevelt’s own 

relief agents are growling sharply off-stage about the 
way the new relief wage schedules were announced. They say the 
official announcement gave an erroneous impression that the rates 
are much lower than they really are. 

The announcement was handed out from the office of Mr. 
Roosevelt’s leading doughboy, Frank Walker, but just between you 
and the gate post, it really was passed on by the White House it- 
self. The wage-depressing tone of it was apparently adopted by 
design. The main idea seems to have been to offset sharp business 
criticism against the old high-wage relief.set-up, at the start. 

Most politicos agree that the president is going to be in hot 
water about this wage-fixing matter from now on. In fact, some 
of them say the worst blunder of the New Deal was his accept- 
ance of the responsibility on this highly controversial issue. No 
innocent bystander in his right mind will endeavor to referee this 
endless row. But it can be safely said now that the announcement 


was not what it seemed to be in all particulars. 
“$19 A MONTH” As an example, that $19 a month minimum 
wage does not mean a thing nationally. 


It applies only to comparatively few persons in one rural zone 
area where very few work-relief projects are contemplated. There 
are now on relief only 15,000 persons (out of 20,000,000) in the 
sections where it would apply. 

The blunt fact is that, in some of those sections, $19 a month 
is money. Families, largely negro, live mostly out of gardens, in 
their own huts or cottages. Professor Tugwell will take care of 
some of them additionally in his rural promotion scheme. Cettain 
congressmen from those areas are Saying, off the record, that the 
new scale will permit employed families there to keep domestic 
help, which has been enticed away by old relief payments. 


EXEMPTIONS The announcement also failed to mention that 
nearly one-third of those to be put to work will 

not be under the relief scale at all. Some of these will receive the 
prevailing wage scale for the kind of work they are doing in a 
particular community. (Roughly, a million men are in this class.) 
Exemptions cover 600,000 persons in the CCC, probably 400,- 
000 more on highways and grade crossings and another 300,000

The nazis declared that one of the 
fundamental obiects behind the speech 
of Hitler was to win back the sym- 
pathy of Britain, as they reviewed 
events of the past 48 hours. 

No Sea Challenge. 

To accomplish this feat. they main- 
tained, der fuehrer leaned backward, 
assuring the British people in no un- 
certain terms that he has no quarrel 
with them. His bold public recogni- 
tion of Britain's right to dominate the 
seas and his statement that Germany 
would not challenge this right, was 
looked upon by nazi leaders as an ar- 
rument powerful enongh to win over 
british hearts. 

The leaders declare that on all 
noints where English is deeply con- 
cerned, FHlitler made concessions in 
such an unprecedented and emphatic 
manner that the British government 
must grasp Hitler's hand.”

plunged into the sea 50 miles south of 
Midway island Tuesday night while in 
theoretical battle operations in pitch 
darkness. The six men aboard prob- 
ably never knew what happened. 

The rigid secrecy surrounding the 
far-flung movements of many fighting 
planes and fighting ships was imme- 
diately dissipated 
turned on their big searchlights in a 
vain hunt for the fallen craft. 

After a fruitless search, the 40 re- 
maining planes that flew recently from 
Honolulu to Midway island, 1,525 
miles over sea, were ordered to make 
a return mass flight to Pearl harbor 
today. 

Robbed of Secrecy. 

The tragedy robbed the great 
machine of the secrecy which it had 
valued so highly, although the main 
engagement in the carefully guarded 
plans had been staged by surface ves- 
sels. 

Two men previously died in a plane 
crash and a destroyer collision, bring- 
ing maneuver casualties to eight. 

The 6P7 apparently crashed 
terrific force in full flight while cir- 
cling about a disabled sister plane, 
the 6P10, which had been forced down 
on the ocean surface and was in a 
leaking condition.
